While the senate takes its time the 
people of the country —of the civilized 
world—await its verdict. 
The verdict will be reached, in ac­ 
cordance with an agreement, some time 
daring the present 
legislative 
day , 
which may ex tend into Sunday . 
After the debate had continued for 
eight hours, an effort was made to 
reach an agreement to begin the vote 
apon all of the pending resolutions at 


1 o'clock this evening, and in the oon- 
fised CAilloquy among senators there 
ww made mauifast for the first time a 
disposition to filibuster. 
Mr. Caffrey 
(La.), although disclaiming any iuten- 
hon to delay action unduly , objected 
to any agreement to the fix ing of a time 
to vote. The debate then proceeded, 
bat in a few’ minutes, Mr. W ellington 
(Md.) entered a motion to adjourn. 
This was defeated by the decisive vote 
of 61 to 10. The emphatic manner in 
which the decisiou was reached indi­ 
cated addition on the part of those 
senators who desired immediate action 
to endeavor to force the senate to re­ 
main in contlimous session, either until 
the question was finally disposed of or 
notil an agreement had been reached 
for a vote to be taken a t some specified 
time in the future, to be measured by 
hoars. 
Another (‘ffort was made to reach an 
agreement, but it, too, wa s unavailing. 
The scene in the senate as the war of 
word.H was being waged was a memor­ 
able one. This will pass into history as 
one of the great day s of the senate. 
Thronged galleries looked down upon

W.ASiiiNOToN, April 16.—The war de­ 
partment has revised its a ssig nitent of 
infantry regiments, and they will go as 
follows; 
To Now Orhy ins — First, Seventh, 
Eighth, Twelfth, Six teenth, Eighteenth, 
Tvveiity -third and Twenty -fourth mfan- 
tiy . 
To Mobile—Second, 
Eleventh, Niiu-teenth, 
Twenty -second. 
To Tampa—Fourth, Six th, 
Ninth, 
Tiiirteeulh, Seventeenth and Twenty - 
lir.-it. 
The cavalry assignments remain un­ 
changed. 
In the artillery all light batteries and 
artillery regiments, ex cept in the Six th 
and Seventh, which were recently or­ 
ganized under act of congress, go to 
Chickamauga. 
The officers who will command will 
be Ueueral Shafter at New Orleans, 
General Coppiiiger at Mobile, General 
Wade at Tampa and General Brooks at 
Chickamauga. 
Since tlie Civil war no such pnipor- 
tion of the army has been mobilizi d and 
the movement itself is the best evidence 
ot the gravity of the situation as looked 
u ^ u by the pri^ident and his advisers. 
The determination to rendezvous the 
trroops ill the south, where they can be 
acclimated to the conditions of a more 
tropical climate, has been under consid­ 
eration by the president and his cabi­ 
net for some time. 
It was not until, 
however, that the president, in view of 
the euormus ex pense which will be en- 
tiiiled, felt ju stified ^ taking this step. 
The heavy batteries of artillery in 
each of the five {regiments mentioned 
w ill remain at their present posts. 
The 
tw o new regiments of artillery recently 
authorized by congress have not been 
recruited to their full strength and, in 
addition, ait) not well equipp^ with 
horses and other necessary refjuisites for 
service, and therefore, are not included 
ill the orders. 
The department has so 
distributed the 22 regiments of iiitantry 
at convenient places on the gulf that 
they will be accessible for transporta­ 
tion to Cuba. 
Proposals have been in­ 
vited froih steamship c-ompanies for 
chartering ve.ssel-» to the govejrnment for 
this work. 
Instructions to the commanding offi­ 
cers of the regiments ordered to move 


fleet came the statement that the de­ 
partment also had purchased the York- 
town of the Old Dominion line and the 
Y’umuri of the Waid line. 
With these 
additions, the fleet of converted vessels 
now’ includes the pick of the ocean 
liners and coa.stiiig steamers running 
under the American flag. 
But of greater moment than any of 
these developments was the reopening 
of negotiations for the purchase of two 
warshipfl and several torpedolioats from 
Chile and Argentina. One of the cruis­ 
ers is the Chilean O'Higgins, just com­ 
pleted at an English y ard, and regarded 
as one of the most formidable of her 
class afloat. 
The.se negotiations are 
being confluctt'd through Mr. Charles 
li. Flint ol New York, who has large 
commercial and financial inter« >Hts in 
both countries. 
Mr. Flint w’a.s at the navy deiiartraent 
and held ex tended oonferences with the 
socretaiy and otlier officials. 
While 
Mr. Flint would not say how far the 
negotiations had progres.sed, ho inti­ 
mated tiiat tlu) mterual aff airs of Chile 
and Argentine w’ere assuming sueh 
satisfactory shaiio as to warrant the 
pre'Umption that they were not averse 
to parting with a portion of their navies.

SHOWS FRIENDSHIP. 


W ill llAve N othlna to !>•> W ith A uf A8-

The Austrian ambassador openlv say s 
he has given up any hope of Europe 
preventing war. 
The Daily Chronicle, taking It for 
granted that there is some truth lu the 
re|X)its of a new Europian concert for 
coercion, devotes an editorial to urging 
England not to joi^i. 
It savs: 
“ Our concern is to see tliat England 
is not once mure dragged at the heels of 
despots and made to play the game of 
the latest of the rotten tvranuies that 
encumber the earth. 
W© have gcx id 
reason to say that there are strong 
friends of America in the present gov­ 
ernment, and we hope Gord B.J isburv is 
one of them, but it is impoitaut that 
the feeling of the countrv sliould be 
adequately represented both iu Loudon 
and in Washington. 
•*lt was easy to coerce Greece, but 
America stands in a different categorv. 
She is a very great power, intensely 
proud and entirely seli-oontained. 
Her 
fate has lK)en to undertake a task iiecn- 
liarly arduous and thankless. 
She Is 
is not going to bo bullied by the horoei 
of the Cretan blockade, and if the 
nioveiuent against her is pressed too 
far, she will I)© (x jiiiptdlod in her own 
interests to clear the situation. 
“ Our present purpose is to insist that 
our government does its best by using 
every meiiris in its power to defeat any 
aiiti-Aiiierieau combiuation. 
If there 
be any doubt about the feelings of the 
great majority of the nation wo shall 
be happy to try tho ex iieriment of 
marching 100,000 Ix nidoners through the 
metropolis w’ith the Union J ack and tho 
Stars and Stripes iu combination. 
It is 
the business of tho mother country to 
stand by her childreu of tho west as 
stiffly and strongly as one country can 
by another.” 
The Daily Chronicle also ridicules 
The Saturilay 
Review, which asks: 
“ Where are the American officers for 
an army to inarch through Cul» a?” 
It say s it is not aware that the United 
States intends to do any thing of that 
sort, “ but if It dot 8 its trouble will be 
chifly one of selection from a vast num­ 
ber of trained men from West Point 
academy .” 
..The Times, which attaches no im­ 
portance to the rumors df a European 
demonstration 
against 
the 
United 
States, say s: 
“ England 
would 
assuredly be no 
I^rty to such a demonstration, but it is 
even more absurd to sug g ^t that be- ■ 
cause England sy mpathizes with Ameri­ 
can indignation at Culian horrors, the 
British government ought to rush into 
armed alliance With the United Statea 
for the s ettlemeut of a qnestion in 
which we have no immediate oonoern.” 
A dis|» atch from Rome, referring to

The cavalry assignments remain un­ 
changed. 
in the artillery all light batteries and 
artillery regiments, except in the Sixth 
and Seventh, which were recently or­ 
ganized nuder act of congress, go to 
Chickamauga. 
The officers who will command will 
be General Shafter at New Orleans, 
General Coppinger at Mobile, General 
Wade at Tampa and General Brooks at 
Chickamauga. 
Since the Civil war no such propor­ 
tion of the army has been mobilized and 
the movement itself is the best evidence 
of the gravity of tho situation os looked 
upon by the president aud his advisers. 
The determination to rendezvous the 
trroops in the south, where they can be 
acclimated to the conditions of a more 
tropical climate, has been under consid­ 
eration by the president and his cabi­ 
net for some time.

The 
two new regiments of artillery recently 
authorized by congress have not been 
recruited to their full strength and, in 
addition, are not well equipped with 
horses and other necessary requisites for 
service, and therefore, are not included 
in the orders. The department has so 
distributed the 22 regiments of infantry 
at convenient places on the gulf that 
they will be accessible for transporta­ 
tion to Cuba. 
Proposals have been in­ 
vited from steamship companies for 
chartering vessels to the government for 
this work. 
Instructions to the commanding offi­ 
cers of the regiments ordered to move 
were sent out, with directions that they 
be put into effect as soon as possible. It 
is the confident expectation of the offi- j 
cials that the movements in some places1 
will begin today. 
The railroad facilities, the officials 
say, are more than ample to meet the I 
demands of the occasion and no trouble1 
will be experienced in mobilizing this 
large bodv of men at toe places desig­ 
nated within a reasonably short space 
of time.

It is learned on unquestionable auth­ 
ority that the queen regent recently 
made the following statement: 
“ I prefer even the horrors of war,

Another factor, undoubtedly, is Don 
Carlos' manifesto of which the follow­ 
ing is an extract, which was hot risked 
submitting to the censor: 
“ Tho governors of Madrid may make

Twenty years of patriotic retirement 
have proved that I am neither ambitious 
nor a conspirator. 
“ If the glove whioh Washington has 
flung iii the face of Spain is picked up 
by Madrid I will continue the same ex­ 
ample of abnegation as before, wretched 
iii that I cannot partake iii the struggle 
Other than by prayers and by the influ­ 
ence of my name. 
“ But if every tiling leads mo to fear

"F ive thousand bird*, all trained and 
experienced fliers, could aud would he 
placed ut the disposal of tho Uuited 
States government by Philadelphians in 
tho event of war between this country 
aud Spain—that is, if the government 
would accept them .” 
The speaker was one of the best 
known raisers and trainer* of homing 
pigeons in the United States. In a chat 
with a reporter tho other afternoon he 
told a whole lot of interesting things in 
connection with homing or carrier pi­ 
geons and the service they could render 
to tho United States in a war with an­ 
other nation. 
"O f course yon will understand that 
it is only in a naval engagement, ” he 
said, "th a t the birds would be valuable. 
In land battles the telegraph sud the 
field telephone would furnish more rapid 
I means of transm itting messages. 
But 
' en tho sea, where it is likely that most 
of tho fighting bi tween this country aud 
1 Spain w ill be done, if any is done at 
all, electricity cannot be m id for rea­ 
sons which are obvious. Still, it is often 
just as important that quick communi­ 
cation be bad with the shore aud w ith 
the naval officials at Washington dur­ 
ing a battle between the wart-hips as be­ 
tween regiments of laud fighters. 
"Philadelphians havo paid more at­ 
tention perhaps to the raising aud train­ 
ing of homing pigeons than tho people 
of any other one locality in tho country. 
As a result there are at least 80,000 
birds of various ages and in various 
stages of development and training own- 
I ed in the city today. Of this number ut 
least 10,000 are fit to be put to work 
carrying war messages, and 5,000, I 
have not the least doubt, would be of­ 
fered free to the navy department the 
minute it became known that they 
would bo used. 
"Some of these birds bold champion­ 
ship records for long distance flights, 
aud all of them are good ones. Take the 
loft owned by W. S. Torkington, Jr., 
of West Philadelphia, for instance. Mr. 
Torkington, by the way, wrote to Sec­ 
retary Long only a few days ago offer­ 
ing the pick of his fliers to the govern­ 
ment. Included in the number are birds 
that have won the West Philadelphia 
district championships at 200, 800 and 
400 miles, aud one that finished second 
in the 600 mile race. 
His loft is bred 
principally from Kingston and Tw i­ 
light, two of the most famous breeders 
in the world, and the birds be would 
turn over to Secretary Long could be 
depended upon to bring homo every 
time the messages with which they 
were intrusted. 
"Charles H. Jones of Clifton Heights, , 
the racing secretary uf the National As­ 
sociation of Homing Pigeon Fanciers, 
is another whose loft of long distance 
fliers would be turned over to tbe gov­ 
ernment. 
He has 125 or more birds. 
Arthur McGinn, tbe woll known con­ 
tractor, bas also offered IOO of his 200 
fliers to the government, one of them 
being the celebrated Gainesville, the 
homer that finished second in the world 
famed race in which the winner flew 
614 miles between sunrise and sunset. 
The loft of Connel & Sloan, located in ' 
West Philadelphia, would furnish 60 
first class birds, the most celebrated be- j 
lug the winner of the 500 mile West 
Philadelphia district race last year. But 
the list could be extended indefinitely.” J 
The method of utilizing the pigeons 
by the uavy would be extremely simpla 
Cots of birds would bo carried on board 
each of the warships, one cot from each 
city or town with which it might be­ 
come desirable to communicate.

SOME HINDRANCE 
TO BUSINESS.

New Youk, April 16.—R G. *>nn Sc 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says : Tho truaning of congress 
regarding Spain is not in doubt, but the 
form of declaration at this hour is in 
question. 
Th** president’s message has 
been accepted as a strong statem ent of 
the situation and the question in con­ 
gress is whether it will without change 
adopt his pmjronal. 
Preparations for a 
war continue, as if it were inevitable. 
There is some hindrance in business, 
and 
yet the volume 
of 
payments 
through clearing houses is still 12.9 lier 
cent larger than last year, aud outside 
New York about 2.2 per oeut larger 
than iii 1892, though speculative stagna­ 
tion here makes the aggregate lower. 
New York banks may now realize that 
they are strong enough tor all possible 
emergencies, aud may give the govern­ 
ment valuable aid by greater freedom 
in business loans. 
ISouud N* w l'ork 
batiks ar** not iii the hast alarmed ahunt 
the business situation, uor have they 
any occasion for alarm. 
The industries art* doing well, because 
they have <mormons orders takeu in 
February aud March or earlier, which 
ensure oijerations for periods varying 
from a fortnight to several mouths. 
But the new orders upon which they 
have to rely if partial stapling*? or clos­ 
ing of many works is to be* prevented, 
are just now restricted by apprehen­ 
sion about tho money market and the 
possibility of loans. 
Angles have been 
advanced* $1 per ton and structural iron 
work* are all crowded with orders, 
while pipes aro in heavy demand. 
The stagnation in wool is something 
remarkable, the total sales at the three 
chief markets having been only 1,182,- 
144 pounds, against 9,006,000 last year 
aud iii the first half of April only 3,385,- 
044 pounds, against 22,340,000 a year 
ago. 
Manufacturers are still waiting, 
although somewhat encouraged by a 
rather better tone in the clothing trade 
of late. They have ample orders for the 
present in most lines, though not in all. 
Wheat rose 6 4 cents and beld 2MJ cents 
for a week, with large exports. 
The official report shows that exports 
in March were 15,459,675 bushels of
